O Alberta Health Services CEO steps down amid cookie 
flap O AHS VP takes over on interim basis O Duckett’s 
contract stipulates $700,000 taxpayer-funded severance 


Alberta’s top health bureaucrat is leaving 
his position, days after rebuffing reporters 
at an emergency meeting on long wait 
times by saying he was eating a cookie. 

Alberta Health Services chairman Ken 
Hughes said yesterday that after receiving 
“clear direction” from Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky, CEO Stephen Duckett 
and the board agreed to part ways. 

“We agreed his ability to be effective in 
that role was compromised,” said Hughes. 

Duckett’s status had been looking 
increasingly tenuous over the last week as 
debate raged over who is responsible for 
long emergency room waits. The lineups 
have drawn increasing criticism from doc¬ 
tors and patients and sparked an outburst 
from Raj Sherman, an Edmonton govern¬ 
ment member who is also an ER doctor. 

Sherman was so critical of both the bu¬ 
reaucrats and his fellow members of gov¬ 
ernment that he was suspended from 
caucus. 

Hughes said the cookie incident was 
just one of the reasons Duckett is no 
longer CEO. 


Decisive action 


Although the AHS board is supposed to 
be at arm's length from the government, 
Health Minister Zwozdesky did not apolo¬ 
gize for giving it its marching orders. 

► “The board operates in an arm's-length 
fashion but they are responsible to me as 
the minister and I take that responsibility 
very seriously," Zwozdesky said. 

► At least one board member has resigned 
over the decision. 

^ The premier pronounced himself content 
with the board's decision. 

Reporters tried last Friday to ask him 
questions after a meeting of health-care 
administrators to discuss emergency wait 
times. Duckett ran away, claiming he was 
busy eating a cookie. He later apologized, 
but video of the incident went viral and in¬ 
spired satirical web videos.

“It’s sad to see such a 
nice building come down ” 
said Choy, who’s lived in 
the neighbouhood for over 
40 years. “It’s my pride 
and joy.” 

The building was com¬ 
pleted in February 1984, 
thanks in part to Choy, 
who was involved in rais¬ 
ing $400,000 in funds for 
the building in the early 
1980s. 

Now, one of Edmon¬ 
ton’s oldest communities 
is getting transformed. 


City and provincial offi¬ 
cials were on hand yester¬ 
day to break ground for 
the $42.2-million Boyle 
Renaissance, a project 
spanning the area between 
95th and 96 Street from 
103 A Avenue up to the 
LRT tracks. 

The key feature will be a 
YMCA-sponsored afford¬ 
able housing complex 


with 150 rental units. YM- 
CA donated $3 million for 
the project. 

MLA Jonathan Denis, Al¬ 
berta’s minister of housing 
and urban affairs, ex¬ 
plained the decision to 
partner with the privately 
operated charity, stating it 
allows the government to 
deliver a better cost per 
door.

And game-goers with¬ 
out a place to stay may 
run out of luck. 

Many hotels are full al¬ 
ready, with reservations 
coming in as early as two 
months ago, according to 
staff at the downtown Sut¬ 
ton Place Hotel, where 
there are 313 rooms. 

Things aren’t much dif¬ 
ferent in the south of the 
city, where all 85 rooms at 
the Days Inn South Ed¬ 
monton are taken. 

The Coast Edmonton 
East Hotel in Sherwood 
Park still has a few rooms 
available, as does the 


Delta Edmonton Centre in 
the heart of the city. 

The economic benefit 
from last year’s game in 
Calgary was $81 million, 
and Okabe is expecting at 
least that much — if not 
more — since Rider na¬ 
tion has rolled into town.

Yesterday’s massive ex¬ 
plosion deep inside the 
South Island mine came 
five days after the men 
were caught underground 
by a similar blast. 

Even in the unlikely 
event any survived the 
first one, police said none 
could have lived through 
the second. 

“The blast was prolific,” 
said police Supt. Gaiy 
Knowles, “just as severe as 
the first.”

“I had to wait till they 
stopped clapping to tell 
them ... the second explo¬ 
sion occurred.” 

Some relatives col¬ 
lapsed. Others shouted at 
the police in anger.

A prankster’s calls to mili¬ 
tary families with news 
that their loved ones have 
been killed in Afghanistan 
were castigated yesterday 
as “insensitive, amoral and 
disgusting.” 

The Canadian militaiy 
is investigating. 

A spokesman for Que¬ 
bec’s CFB Valcartier says a 
prankster phoned several 
families, including one sol¬ 
dier’s wife to say her hus¬ 
band had been killed by a 
bomb on the battlefield. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay called such crank 
calls “despicable.” 

“Military personnel 
should not be needlessly 
worried about their fami¬ 
lies when they are fighting 
for our country in faraway 
lands,” MacKay said in a 
statement yesterday.

A scarf can be a wardrobe’s 
workhorse. It adds colour, 
style and, especially as the 
weather turns wintry, 
warmth. Now, if you only 
knew how to tie the thing. 

Don’t go for a compli¬ 
cated knot, says Talbots’ 
fashion director Tammy 
Vipperman. Flair largely 
comes from confidence, so 
any hesitation about tying 
the scarf will show, she 
adds. “If you can fold laun¬ 
dry and tie a basic knot, 
you can wear a scarf,” she 
says. Her tips: 

SILK SQUARE 

Lay the scarf flat on a 
table, taking two opposite- 
end corners and folding 
them into the centre, giv¬ 
ing you two straight edges. 
Keep folding those outer 
straight edges into the cen¬ 
tre until you have, essen¬ 
tially, a scarf sash.

When “big Star Wars 
geeks” Kim and Jim 
Howatt began planning an 
entertainment room in 
their Libert 5 A^ille, Ill., base¬ 
ment, they sought state-of- 
the-art home-theatre 
amenities: a high-defini- 
tion large-screen TV, a 
DVD player, a VCR and a 
surround-sound stereo 
speaker system. 

But that was just part of 
the galactic extravaganza. 
With the help of Orren 
Pickell Designers & 
Builders of Lake Bluff, Ill., 
the Howatts created a one- 
of-a-kind room modelled 
after Darth Vader’s Star 
Destroyer vessel, with an¬ 
gled walls, spaceship-like 
details on the ceiling and 
stadium seating for 12. 

It’s the ideal space for 
the couple’s Star Wars par¬ 
ties, which start with 


breakfast followed by a 
marathon of all six movies. 

“You can show up late, 
you can hit ‘pause,’ you 
can serve adult beverages. 
The only thing that would 
get us out to a public 
movie theatre now would 
be a seventh 'Star Wars' 
movie,” says Kim Howatt, 
a computer programmer 
like her husband. 

The Howatts aren’t the 
only ones cocooning in a 
specialty room at home. 
Such personalized spaces 
go beyond the typical pri¬ 
vate gym, home office, in¬ 
door pool, wine cellar or 
billiard room. There’s a 
laundiy area turned into a 


dedicated puzzle room, for 
instance, a wall rejigged 
into a climbing wall, and 
tasting rooms for sushi or 
tequila. 

Here are a few more sig¬ 
nature rooms that raise 
the bar for personal space. 

Bowling, anyone? 

There’s no waiting for 
lanes if you can spare 
around $100,000 — the av¬ 
erage price for two lanes of 
a regulation-length bowl¬ 
ing alley, including setup, 
from United Bowling 
Worldwide in Yulee, Fla. 
For $30,000, you’ll get all 
used equipment; for 
$175,000 or more you’ll 


get the most lavish. 

Setup can include every¬ 
thing “right down to the 
bowling shoes, just like a 
regular bowling alley 
would have,” says Matthew 
Claxton, the company's 
vice-president. 

Why would homeown¬ 
ers knock down walls 
when there's a bowling al¬ 
ley a mere car ride away? 

“Because they like to go 
bowling but don't want to 
deal with the hassles of go¬ 
ing out in public,” says 
Claxton. “Because it looks 
classy and adds to the 
home value. Or maybe be¬ 
cause they are big so¬ 
cialites and like to 
entertain guests.” 

Meditation Room 

Lori Dennis, a Los Angeles 
interior designer, said she 
frequently gets asked to 



design chic, veiy expen¬ 
sive meditation rooms. 
Ones with “expensive lux¬ 
uries like $200 per yard 
fabric, custom meditation 
benches, custom wall mu¬ 
rals in gold-leaf paint, 
cashmere hand-knit 
throws and accessoiy art 
in the $10,000s.” 

She has designed a 
shower with a view of the 
Pacific Ocean, exotic ve¬ 
neers and a Venetian glass 
vessel bowl. 

“This is because medita¬ 
tion and chanting is a big 
deal in Hollj^ood,” Den¬ 
nis says. “The most sought- 
after chant and meditation 
leaders, like Deepak 
(Chopra), are invited to 
head up small parties of 
important people in these 
spaces. It’s a new way to 
hold an exclusive power 
meeting.” 


Retro Diner 

On their farm in Grundy 
County, Ill., Ernie Lindsay, 
a retired automotive com¬ 
ponents engineer, and his 
wife Nancy, a homemaker, 
enjoy collecting vintage 
diner and gas station mem¬ 
orabilia — so much that 
they spruced up an unused 
area over their garage and 
turned it into a 1950s din¬ 
er. 

With its 1954 Seeburg 
jukebox, neon signs and 
old-time black-and-white 
tiled floor, the diner recalls 
the set of “Happy Days” or 
“Grease.” Pull up to the 
dinette table, and you’re 
back in the day of the drug¬ 
store soda fountain.

Containers mix it up

Container gardening is 
coming in from the cold, 
replacing the one-plant-to- 
a-pot displays that have 
been indoor decorating sta¬ 
ples since the Victorian era. 

Combination planting 
— blending different plants 
in the same containers — is 
as practical as it is attrac¬ 
tive. Arrangements can be 
created that will thrive 
through the winter in sun¬ 
ny interiors. 


“Grouping plants togeth¬ 
er has several advantages, 
including the ability to cre¬ 
ate more impact and to wa¬ 
ter less often,” said Kathy 
LaLiberte, director of gar¬ 
dening at Gardener’s Sup¬ 
ply Co. in Burlington, Vt. 

Choose your container 
combinations carefully, 
however. It wouldn’t do to 
mix plants having different 
light, temperature and wa¬ 
ter requirements, such as 


African violets paired with 
leaf lettuce. 

“Think as much about 
the horticultural side of the 
container garden as you 
would about its looks,” said 
LaLiberte. who recom¬ 
mends a “thrillers, fillers 
and spillers” style: “Create a 
cool pot with one showcase 
plant, another that tucks 
under or fills in. and some¬ 
thing else that’s trailing,” 
she said, the associated press 
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Ingredients: 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) olive oil 

• 4 Yukon Gold potatoes, 
cut into chunks 

• 4 carrots, thickly sliced 

• 3 cloves garlic, thinly 
sliced 

• 1 onion, chopped 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) all¬ 
purpose flour 

• 500 ml (2 cups) sodium- 
reduced chicken broth 

• 1 cooked whole 
rotisserie chicken 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) pesto 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) lemon 
juice 

• 10 kalamata olives 

• 1 sweet red pepper, 
seeded and thinly sliced 

Preparation: 


1 In large pot, heat oil 
over medium-high 
heat. Stir in potatoes, 
carrots, garlic and 
onion; cook, stirring 
for about 5 minutes. 

2 Whisk flour into chick¬ 
en broth; gradually stir 
into pot and bring to a 
boil.
